Morality and [imoorulity 
are two wordn whith art" op- 
posite to each other in m<-ati- 
ing and practice »<* m uoh so as 
light and ilarknea*. 

1st. What is Morality ? 
Webster miya: Conformity to 
the true moral standard or 
rule. 2nd. The system or 
doctrine of moral duties 3rd. 
Practice of moral and social 
duties.
